Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C, 121 : 



I. 



Claims 1-70 are, drawn to a cosmetic composition comprising at least one first 



compound and amorphous film-forming polymer, classified in class 424, subclass 



401. 



II. Claims 71-72, 77-78and 82-83 are. drawn to a non-therapeutic process for making 
up or caring for keratin materials or a process for coating keratin fibers 
comprising at least one first compound and amorphous film-forming polymer, 
classified in class 424, subclass 70.7. 

III. Claims 73-76 and 79-81 are, drawn to a non-therapeutic cosmetic process for 
making up or caring for keratin materials comprising amorphous film-forming 
polymer, classified in class 424, subclass 70.7 and class 1 32. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced 
with another materially different product using fibers and film forming polymer. 
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Inventions II and III are directed to related distinct process. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed do not overlap in 
scope since group III uses application device comprising heating means, which is not require din 
group IL Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter 
and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Election Of Species 

Claims l-10,and 18-83 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 
belonging to at least one first compound. The species are independent or distinct because as 
disclosed the different species have mutually exclusive characteristics for each identified species. 
In addition, these species are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species (one 
single compound from waxes or semi-crystalline polymer or oils thickened with a 
structuring agent) for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to 
their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another 
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species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected species, including 
any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the election shall be treated as 
an election without traverse.

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 
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Election Of Species 

Claims 1-17, 24-45and 50-83 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct 
species: belonging to amorphous film-forming polymer. The species are independent or 
distinct because as disclosed the different species have mutually exclusive characteristics for 
each identified species. In addition, these species are not obvious variants of each other based on 
the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species (one 
single compound) for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to 
their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another 
species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph.

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 
invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 

applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. AH claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 1 12. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirerrient between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
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patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is
